PORT OF SPAIN, 

TUESDAY, FEBRUARY 18, I 
“BELow we give a summary of the very gra- 
tifying address delivered the Bishop on 
Saturday to between thirty and forty of 
the parishioners of Trinity Church, who had 
been invited to meet his Lordship at three 
o'clock, at the Church. When the Vestry 
Meeting, which had lasted till four, had broken 
up, the Rev. Mr. Cummins requested the at- 
tendance of the parties invited, in the Vestry 
Room. The Commissioners of Trinity Church, 
we observed, rose from their seats, and re- 
mained standing, while the Bishop was speak- 
ing. There was one exception—the Chief 
Judge kept his seat during the delivery of the 
address, the Bench being, we suppose, privi- 
leged to dispense with the ordinary forms of 
respect and attention. As we were present, 
not with the view of taking notes, we would 
not be understood as meaning to give more 
than the substance of what his Lordship stated, 
and that altogether from memory. We do 
not pretend to give the beautiful phraseology 
in which his Lordship expressed himself, and 
in the use of which he is so remarkably happy. 
We give the outlines and nothing more. 

The Rev. J. G. Miihlhauser preached to 
about fifty Germans, at 8 a. m., on Sunday 
morning, from the text “ For here we have 
no continuing city.” — 

The Bishop preached in the morning from 
Ist Gen., Ist verse, ‘‘ In the begining God 
created the Heaven and the Earth.” The 
audience was numerous, and the Sermon was 
one of great merit—one which no Christian 
could help admiring—the finest Sermon it was 
decidedly that has ever been delivered in Tri- 
nity Church, even by the gifted speaker him- 
self. Inthe afternoon there were many per- 
sons confirmed, who had not had time to pre 
pare themselves for the previous Sunday. His 
Lordship then addressed the newly confirmed 
in his usual manner, and particularly noticed 


I circumstance, that a convert from Judaism 


as amongst them, as also one of the benight- 
ed sons of Africa—both having received the 
light of the Gospel. 

The Church was lighted up for the first time 
in the evening, or rather partially so, for after 
all, we fear, the present light is not sufficiently 
powerful for its object. There was evidently 
a want of light in the centre of the Church, 
and at the sides. Small type could not be 
easily read in those places’ Larger Chandeliers 
than the present—some two or three of them 
at least, will, we think, be found necessary in 
the centre aisle, and a few lights at the sides.

His Lordship embarked last evening on 
board H. M. Ship Athol, for Grenada, St. 
Vincent, and Dominica. We trust he leaves 
us, knowing more and thinking better of this 
part of his diocese, than he did before his 
present visit. | 


On Saturday last about 30 of the Members of 
the Protestant Church waited, by appointment, at 
3 o’clock at Trinity Church, on His Lordship the 
Bishop, who, after the business of the Vestry was 
concluded, requested their attendance inthe Ves- 
try Room. He then entered at some length into 
the progress of the Schools, and other matters 
connected with the Protestant Church in this 
Island, since his last visit in 1836. Then there 
were only about 200 Scholars attending the Schools 
connected with the Church of Enyland: now, he 
was happy to say, there were 1462. It had been 
said that the Church of England wished to force 
its doctrines on the Catholics; that was not the 
case. They, as members of an Established Na- 
tional Church, openly stated that they came for- 
ward in the schools with the Bible in one hand, 
and the Catechism inthe other; they did not force 
any child to learn their creed—they taught those 
who chose to learn. They did not go in au un- 
derhand manner to undermine the faith of any 
one; they stated openly theircreed. In St. Lucia, 
\-where’a school had been established, out of 23 
scholars 21 were Catholics; and the Bishop of 
Aona had stated at his last visitation to that 
Island, where he had held a confirmation, that the 
3 persons who were best informed at that con- 
firmation -had been educated at the Protestant 
school. ° 

His Lordship expressed great pleasure at the 
progress he had witnessed in the various schools 
under his charge. At the Chacon-street school, 
the scholars had answered every question pet to 
them in the most gratifying manner; they shewed 
the greatest proficiency in the various branches of 
education they had been instructed in, He had 
never seen a school where the scholars had shewn 

reater ee A in their several studies, At 
the Chaguanas school, the children had evinced 
great improvement ; he was both pleased and as- 
tonished at the progress they had made, particu- 
larly in their writing, and he must say that their 
writing equalled, if not excelled, that of any school 
he had ever witnessed either in the West Indies 
In all the schools he 
had visited, he had found the same desire for im- 
provement on the part of the pupils. They had 
taken every care in making up the returns that 
no one should be returned in two places, so as to 
swell out their numbers; they had been careful to 
deduct those who went to the night and the Sun- 
day schools, and the number was 62. He had 
heard that in some schools those who attended the 
day, the night, and the Sunday schools, were re- 
turned in all three, but this was not the case in 
the Protestant schools. |

There were at present in Trinidad, in con« 
nexion with the Church of England, one Church

There were also seven Chapel Schools in con- 
templation, viz., buildings which might serve for 
Chapels on Sundays or on Holydars. They would 
be erected agreeably to a plan which he had sug- 
gested to Mr. La Trobe, and which that Gentleman 
had highly approved of, viz., of ado ting one» 
third as a Chapel, and the other two-thirds to be 
used as a School. The part used as a School 
during the week to be divided from the other by 
a sort of screen, with folding doors—the other 
part to be permanently fitted up as a Chapel, with 
altar, reading desk, pulpit, &c.; and in the event 
of the congregations encreasing sufficiently 
to require the whole building, then another 
School-house would be erected in the vicinity.— 
It was also contemplated to have immediately two 
more places of temporary worship. There were 
now five school-houses which might be made 
Chapel Schools. In all, twelve School-houses 
including the five abeve-mentioned. There 
were also eight temporary echooleraame lant ar 
hired ; making in all twenty school-rooms. Also, 
two more school-houses were intended immedi- 
ately to be erected. In the twenty school-rooms, 
or rather twenty-one, for the Chacon-street School

His Lordship regretted exceedingly that places

It would be much better, than burying persons in 
the bush, where their remains were li ely to be 
dug up at some future period, as was sometimes 
the case. By adopting the plan of only interring 
in burying-grounds, it would bring the laboring 
os Spor to have an attachment to the place, 
and would be a step in the march of civilization. 
He should be most happy to forward the plan of 
having places of interment, by every means in his 
power. He should, he hoped, be here again pre- 
vious to May next, when he should leave for 
land, and if any places for burial-grounds were 
cleared and fenced in by that time, he should feel 
the greatest pleasure in consecrating them ; and he 
hoped there would be some places by that time 
sufficiently forward. And he trusted the Couva 
Cyurch and the Chaguanas Chapel would be ready 
by that time to be consecrated ; if the were, he 


should certainly come over,if possible. He thought 


| it would be good to name these Churches after 


some of the Holy Saints or Apostles of the Chris- 
tian Church. Instead of calling it the Couva 
Church, it should be dedicated to one of the 
Apostles, St. Paul, St. John, or söme other. It 
was a very old practice in the Christian Church, 
and one that.he thought a very good one, which 


should not be departed from, and which it would 
be well to follow. 


His Lordship then animadverted in atrong terms 
on the practice of keeping the stores open at San 
Fernando on the Sabbath, and at the pulic carting 
of sugar on that holy day. He stated that, re- 


cently both the Protestant and Catholic Priests — 


had been interrupted in the performance of their 
respective services on a Sunday, by the noise 
proceeding from a house in which a drunken dance 
was held on that holy day (Sunday). He had the 
day previous called on the Bishop of A pe to re- 
turn the compliment his Lordship had paid him. 
In the course of conversation, he had mentioned 
this subject, and he was happy to say that Dr. 
Smith had expressed his willingness and anxiety — 
to co-operate with him in any measure he shou! 
propose to theLegislature for the observance of the 
Sabbath. It appeared to him that under the present 
Police in town, the Sabbath was better observed 
than in 1836 ;—-but he still thought there were 
some things that might be avoided, such as selling 
bread on Sundays. He could assure the gentle. 
men whom he addressed, that bread baked on the 
Saturday, eat very well on the Sunday, particu. 
larly if ıt was toasted. He hoped the Legislature 
would pass an Ordinance for the due observance 
of the Sabbath. When recently he was in British 
Guiana he had found ıt necessary to call the at- 
tention of the Government to this subject, and an 
Ordinance had been passed to enfurce a due ob- 
servance of the Sabbath. He was sorry to say. 
that all his suggestions had not been carried out. 
there, but he was most happy to observe that a 
great deal of good had been cone. | 

The Bishop then entered into an explanation 
respecting the removal of the Rev. Mr. Jackson 
to St. Vincent, and stated that the cause of a Cu-

rate not having yet been sent to supply his place, 
arose from the great scarcity of clergymen in the 
Diocese.

emancipation of our apprenticed peasantry, there 
existed in this colony a class of free able bodied 
ep consisting partly of apprentices, who 

ad purchased their unexpired term of servitude, 
and partly of Martinique fugitive Slaves ; amoun- 
ting together, to about 2000. These persons, 
(nearly all males) uuder the injudicious system 
pursued before the emancipation, by the proprie- 
tors of Sugar Estates in this Island, were totally 
| driven. away from the culture of the cane-fields, 
by the” 
com on wages, or even to allow them to put a 
foot upon the Estates. Thus rejected they sought 
an asy!um on those lands which had heen thrown 
out of cultivation during the existance of slavery, 
by the absorption of all slave labourers, into the 
large Sugar Estates; and the impoverished pro- 
prietors of these lands were mcst ready to grant 
leases, or sell on very favourable terms: so that 
these people became, from necessary, independent 
settlers and cultivators of provisions. 

At present, however the temptation of wages 
of one shi!ling and eight pence sterling per diem, 
is tound sufficient to induce these men to aban- 
don that “ life of indolence, and luxurious ease,” 
and feasting on “ saltfish and plantains” which is 
represented by travellers into Barbados and De- 
merara, as veing the utmost limit of which the 
ambitious aspirations of the African race, extends : 
and to take their place in the cane-field, and per- 
form with ready alacrity, during five and some- 
times six days of the week the heaviest task that 
the drivers whip ever extorted from the listless 
‘“thews and sinews” of the most herculian slave ! 

To our Planters, therefore we say, in full confi- 
dence—turn to good account the present labour- 
ers whom you have at your disposal,—introduce 
amongst them, not rival immigrants and compe- 
titors as little skilful as themselves—but a class 
of superior agricultural labourers, capable of 
teaching them, and of perepes the improve- 
ment of Europe into our fruitful and inexhaustible 
fields. —and you then, will have nothing to appre- 
hend from any competition, unless it be thit 
which may be created by the weakness or wicke’. 
ness of a Government, which shall snatch the 
bread from the mouths of our free peasantry ; to 
gorge the clamourous throats of slave dealers and 
slave holders, who have scathed with fire and 
deluged with blood Afric’s lands, to ine across 
the Atlantie her unhappy children, to till foreign 
soil and raise sugar, to supply the hoped for de- 
ficiency, to arise from the anticipated ruin of 
the British producer by ‘“ free labour.” 


One of those atrocious crimes which happily are 
of rare occurrence amongst our peasantry, was 
perpetrated on Saturday last in the immediate 
neighborhood of the Town. | 

It appears an old negroe man named Euzebe, 
who was in the habit of cutting wood for sale, was 
discovered by a man named Jean Baptiste, a la- 
borer in the service of Mr. Marchant, cutting some 
bamboo on the lands of that gentleman; and with- 
out provocation, and in spite of the prayers and 
entreaties of the poor old man, the brutal ruffian 
beat him with a heavy bludgeon, until Hfe was to- 
tally extinct. It is a most melancholy feature in 
this case, that this horrible outrage was committed 
in the presence of more than one witness, but the 
offence was not denounced until the body was ac- 
cidentally discovered in a state of advanced putri- 
faction on Monday morning, at an early hour, 
when the Attorney General was informed of the

Edward Cust,. apply to the people of this colony, 
when he states that “ high wages, in the condition 
of the Br emancipated labourers in the colo- 
nies, instead of being an incitement to industry, 
are directly the reverse.” If he could see the ef. 
fect which fair wages for labour, has produced in 
this colony, he would not have written that “ the 
habits and notions of the people leave them scarce- 
ly any wants to gratify beyond mere animal ap- 

tites”—or that ‘their highest luxuries even of 
ood, are plantains and saltfish.”

* materiel” of our labouring population, we took 
that opportunity to shew that at the epoch of the

afterwards that any step was taken for the exami-

SPEECH OF HIS EXCELLENCY GOVERNOR LIGHT 
AT THE OPENING OF THE COURT OF POLICY, AT 
GEORGE-TOWN, DEMERARA. 


In now addressing the Members of the Court of 
Policy as its first meeting in the present year, I 
am desirous to concern myself rather with the fu- 
ture than the past—a retrospect of our proceed- 
ings can neither be instructive nor gratifying. 

here has been, I regret to say, a considerable 
decrease in your produee—but not such as should 
excite despodency—it is notorious that for three 
or four months of the past year, not only were the 
canes unproductive, but in many parts of the 
Country, the means of conveyance from the field 
to the sugar works, were arrested by the want of 
water in the trenches. 

The decrease, cannot, therefore be entirely as- 
cribed to the change of our social system.—l trust 
that the produce of the present year will by its 
proportionate increase give reason for congratu- 
lation—the receipts of import and internal duties, 
have far exceeded their estimated produce, and 
the Civil List has been nearly covered by the sur- 
plus Customs alone. 

Inthe mean time, it is consolatory to observe 
that such is the confidence in the permanency of 
property, that the price of those estates now in 
the market is far from being low—and I rejoice to 
say, that generally speaking, the Proprietors ex- 
hibit no incliuation to part with their properties. 

I cannot advert to this subject, and to the confi- 
dence which I have in the permanency of our sys- 
tem, without bearing testimony to the conduct of 
your labouring population, that they are less con- 
stant in their industry than when coerced, was to 
be expected; that they are so industrious, is a 
subject of gratulation. Their cheerfulness and 
contentment dissipate the fears of many, and ex- 
ceed the hopes of all. Men whose ambition is not 
limited to mere freedom from coercion—-who 
aspire to become landholders, and who know that 
by industry they can obtain their object, will not 
be idle; we have evincing proofs that in the acqui- 
sition of land, there has been no wish to quit the 
precincts of civilization. 

Your Colony is remarkable for a small amount 
of crime, and there are but few cases of an aggra- 
vated nature. Your peasantry are submissive, 
obey the law and respect authority ; at these latter 
pen we may marvel—-and my opinion will 

nd its way to the Mother Country—-when we 
consider the bad example systematically set, by 
those whose station in society ought to restrain 
them; and in whom reason ought to check the 
desire for personal influence amongst a small por- 
tion of the community, by reflecting that the mass

to the shipping. Its expense may be considera- 
bly diminished if you destroy the source of the 
disease, A Board of Health, comisting of Medi- 
cal Men and Members of the Goart of Policy, 
ought, therefore, to be immediately appointed, to 
consider how that may best be actomplished. 

While on this subject, I have again to draw 
your attention to the state of insane. There 
is neither space nor proper means of treatment 
afforded in the Colonial Hospital. It is reported 
to me by the Colonial Surgeon, that he has twenty 
patients in rooms, where accommodation is only 
adapted for the reception of four. These unhap- 
py persons have every claim on your solicitude 
aud compassion; they are from that portion of 
the population who now contribute largely to the 
taxation of the coiony. Ä 

In preparıng the estimates for the present year, 
I have it in command to exercise my undoubted 
right of rejecting from them avy items which I 
may think unnecessary for the public service ; as 
also of preventing the Combined Court from clog- 
ging with conditions their grants, or controlling 
the appropriation of such grants by resolutions. 
This I now state to prevent any misunderstand- 
ing hereafter—for when parties know the limits 
of their duty, there is every reason to hope that 
all just cause of disagreement may be obviated. 


The complete union of Berbice with Demerary 
and Essequebo, cannot be said to exist, till there 
be only one estimate for the province. The sums 
aiready applied, and those that may yet be ap- 
plied, for the redemption of the paper currency 
of Berbice, facilitate such an act of justice as to 
relieve your fellow-colonists in Berbice from their 
disproportionate taxation. I have not yet received 
an answer to the informatiun conveyed in one of 
my despatches to the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, that the sums necessary for the com- 
plete liquidation of the-Berbice paper currency 
will be more than covered by the fines on the se- 
cond deposits. I am advised that these belong 
of right to the crown—but I do not — 
that any difficulties will arise to their being ap- 


applied as I proposed, except from our discus- 


sions on the civil list. fad 

Though the Secretary of State declined inter- 
fering in the arrangements made by members of 
the Mixed Commission at the Havannah, pe Iam 
happy to say I have received a letter from the 
gentleman who acts for Mr. Madden, stating that 
he is disposed to follow my views. His letter 
shall be laid before you. I trust the obstacles to 
our receiving immigrants will be removed, by the 
favour of her Majesty’s Government, It is your 
duty to be prepared at once for an influx of popu- 
lation—to provide a suitable building for their 
reception, eutside the precincts of the town, with 
proper responsible medical and other officers for 
their general welfare throughout the colony : it is 
only’ by meeting the wishes of her Majesty’s Go- 
vernmedt that you can expect your views to be 
favoured. | 

I have lately had occasion to visit the farthest 
settlement on the Berbice river: four or five hun- 
dred Indians frequent its borders ; there is also 
a small scattered population of creoles long set- 
tled there, which becomes more dense towards 
the last settlement, two hundred miles from the 
sea; they complain of the ‘want of a resident 
Clergyman. Iam authorized by the Archdeacon 
of the province to say, that if the colony will grant 
two hundred pounds per annum for each of the 
three great rivers, the Bishop of the diocese will 
contribute an equal amount from the funds of the 
Church, to provide resident Clergymen on these 


rivers. The only chance you have of making the 
rising generation of the aborigines permanently 
useful to the colony, is by religious and nporal in- 
struction. The ereole population have a right to 
it, as most of them are tax-payers to the colony. 
The parents of 75 children, Creoles and In.lians, 
took advantage of a late visit of a Clergyman of 
the Church of England, and had their offspring 
baptized ; they were collected at a settlement at 
least 170 miles from the sea. Enable them’ 
to become Christians in deed as well as name. _

ABOLITION OF SLAVERY IN THE FRENoH Co. 
Lonıes.—The T'empts says that, in virtue of the 
ordinanceregulating the employment of the 65,000f 
voted by the Chambers for the measures prepara- 
tory to abolition of slavery in the colonies, thirty- 
three priests are to be sent out, and thirteen chap- 
els are to be established. The number of the 
Freres de Ploermel and the Seurs de St. Joseph 
are to be increased to forty-five. There are also, 
it says, to be three new substitutes of Procureurs 
du Roi at Martinique, three at Guadaloupe, two 
at Bourbon, and one at Cayenne, who are to be 
oe charged with the protection of the 
slaves.

the contraction of the currency have, together 
with the turn matters have taken in the United 
States, at length seriously alarmed the joint-stock 
as well as the private bankers. 

A great number of the shareholders of the joint- 
stock banks had been allowed to considerably 
overdraw their accounts, and in such cases a ge- 
neral system of curtailing their accommodation 
has been put in operation. 7 

It has been obvious to the intelligent managers 
of the greater number of these institutions for 
some time past, that their customers must fall 
under the high rate of interest charged for money 
if the pressure was long continued, and the prin- 
ciple above noticed has been reluctantly adopted 
only from a conviction that it is not yet neara 
termination. 

There is not the slightest appearance of any 
doubt or alarm being entertained about the safety 
of any of the joint-stock banks, and the measures 
adopted are to be considered purely defensive, to 
lessen the risk of making +e debts in the crash 
which many of them believe to be now inevitable. 
There is no appearance of the balance of trade 
with the continent of Europe, measuring commo- 
dity against commodity, turning in our favour, 
uns with all the artificial efforts made by tlıe 
Bank of England, it is with extreme difficulty the 
rates of exchange can be maintained in their pre- 
sent precarious position. The number of the 
labouring classes thrown out of employment is 
daily on the increase ; and we are much mistaken 
if Parliament will not have sufficient occupation 
in grappling with practical questions immediately 
on its assembling, instead of dissipating the ses- 
sion on abstract questions which lead to no result. 


The Pope is reported to be dying, and Cardinal
